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PREFACE. 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Health  Department  for 
the  year  ended  December  31st,  1959. 

The  number  of  registered  live  births  was  one  hundred  and  seventy  one,  an 
increase  of  fojCrty  nine  on  the  figure  for  the  previous  year.  This  figure,  expressed 
as  per  thousand  population,  is  higher  than  the  figure  for  the  county  of  Cardigan  and 
almost  equal  to  the  figure  for  England  and  Wales.  Three  stillbirths  were  registered 
and  there  were  five  infant  deaths.  No  mother  died  as  the  result  of  childbirth. 

The  number  of  registered  deaths  during  the  year  was  one  hundred  and  sixty  three. 
Thirty  seven  persons  died  of  cancer  and  eighty  deaths  were  due  to  heart  and  circulatory 
diseases.  Seven  deaths  were  caused  by  accidents.  The  remaining  deaths  were  due  to  a 
variety  of  causes. 

In  the  field  of  infectious  diseases  there  were  twenty  cases  of  whooping  cough, 
six  cases  of  pneumonia,  one  case  of  measles  and  one  case  of  scarlet  fever.  One  notes 
the  complete  absence  of  any  serious  infectious  diseases  in  the  District. 

Eight  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified.  There  were  no  deaths  from  this 
disease. 

A more  detailed  account  of  the  work  of  the  Health  Department  will  be  found  in 
the  ensuing  pages  which  include  a oompr.'ohe/neive  section  prepared  by  Mr.  D.  G.  Bowen, 
the  Council's  Public  Health  Inspector. 

Progress  was  made  during  the  year  with  the  Llanbadarn  Fawr  sewerage  and  sewage 
disposal  scheme  and  we  look  forward  to  the  completion  of  this  scheme.

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The  Council  extended  a water  supply  to  Llanrhystud,  Ponterwyd,  Trisant  and 

old  Goginan.  This  is  a great  step  forward  in  the  safeguarding  of  the  health  of 
the  public. 

Whilst  admitting  that  the  Aberystwyth  Rural  District  Council  has  a good  record 
for  building  council  houses  in  the  post-war  peri^,  there  is  still  a great  dOTand 
for  houses  in  certain  parts  of  the  District  as  witnessed  by  the  extremely  long 

list  of  applicants  when  a house  becomes  vacant.  I sincerely  hope  that  the  Council 
Will  be  able  to  resume  its  housing  policy  during  the  coming  year.

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General  Provision  of  Health  Services  in  the  Area. 

W In  addition  to  the  general  medical  services  provided  by  registered  medical 

practitioners  the  following  ancillary  services  are  provided  by  the  local  health 

authority: - 

(a)  An  ante-natal  and  post-natal  clinic  is  held  fortnightly  at  Aberystwyth,  In 
those  areas  not  readily  accessible  from  Aberystwyth,  expectant  and  nursing 
mothers  receive  medical  advice  frefo  their  own  doctors. 

(b)  Infant  welfare  clinics  are  held  fortnightly  at  the  following  centres-: 

Taliesin,  Borth  and  Llanbadarn  and  weekly  at  Aberystwyth. 

(c)  The  domicilary  midwifery  service  is  carried  out  by  the  district  nurses  who 
are  also  State  Certified  Midwives . 

(d)  One  health  visitor  covers  the  northern  half  of  the  district  and  another  the 
southern  half. 

(e)  Home  nursing  is  in  the  hands  of  the  district  nurse. 

(f)  Poliomyelitis  vaccination  is  carried  out  by  the  local  health  authority  but, 
immunisation  against  diphtheria  is  performed  partly  by  the  former  and  partly 
by  the  personas  own  medical  attendant. 

•(g)  No  ambulance  is  stationed  in  the  Rural  District.  The  headquarters  of  the 

ambulance  service  are  situated  in  Aberystwyth  from  which  four  ambulances  operate, 

Xh)  Arrangements  for  the  prevention  of  illness  consist  in  periodic  talks  and  advice 
given  by  the  staff  of  the  local  health  authority. 

Care  and  after  care  is  in  the  hands  of  the  health  visitor  and  the  district 
nurse.  Tuberculosis  cases  are  also  followed  up  by  the  Chest  Physician’s  own 
health  visitor. 

Xi)  Domestic  help  is  provided  by  suitable  persons  engaged  locally. 

Xj)  Family  Planning  clinics  are  held  twice  a month  at  the  Out  Patients  Department 
of  the  Aberystwyth  General  Hospital.  These  clinics  are  run  by  a voluntary 
organization.

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT.  1955: 

The  number  of  premises  registered  for  the  sale  or  storage  of  ice 
cream  is  now  fifty  nine. 

There  is  one  licensed  slaughterhouse  at  Esgair  Fawr,  Llangwyryfon 
where  the  slaughtering  of  sheep,  lambs,  pigs  and  cattle  and  occasionally  calves 
takes  place  once  weekly.  This  Licence  has  been  renewed  pending  the  fixing 
of  the  appointed  day  by  the  Minister  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food 
following  the  receipt  of  the  Council’s  report  on  slaughterhouses  in  its  area 
under  Section  3 of  the  Slaughterhouses  Act,  195&. 

No  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  during  the  year. 

Condemned  food  was  disposed  of  by  burial  in  suitable  ground  at 
refuse  tips.  No  special  examination  of  a stock  or  consignment  of  food  was 
found  to  be  necessary. 


MEAT  INSPECTION: 


A hundred  per  cent  inspection  of  animals  slaughtered  was  found  to 
be  possible.  The  quality  of  meat  produced  was  excellent  and  no  generalized 
disease  was  encountered  which  would  have  merited  total  seizure  of  the  carcase 
and  organs  of  the  affected  animals.  The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  is 
given  in  the  statistical  section  of  the  report, 

MILK  AND  DAIRIES  REGULATIONS: 

The  number  of  registered  milk  distributors  is  twenty  one.  Dealers1 
Licences  for  the  sale  of  Tuberculin  Tested  and  Pasteurized  Milks  were 
renewed  for  the  year  in  all  cases. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT.  1936: 

Eighty  three  complaints  of  statutory  nuisances  were  registered  and 
investigated.  The  majority  of  the  nuisances  were  abated  by  means  of 
preliminary  notices. 

One  statutory  notice  was  served  during  the  year. 

DRAINAGE  AMD  SEWERAGE : 

The  Council  remains  responsible  for  cleaning  the  following  ditches 
and  watercourses:

REFUSE  COLIECTIONt 

Refuse  collection  was  carried  out  in  all  the  principal  villages  by 
means  of  direct  labour  and  the  work  was  done  expeditiously  and  with  very  few 
complaints  from  the  public.
